BUILDING CONSTRUCTION HERE 
CALLS FOR THE EXPENDITURE OF 
A HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS 

More than 225 schools, office buildings, appartments, 
churches, theatres, public buildings and other structures, includ¬ 
ing 23 limit-height projects will reach the construction stage 
early in 1931, according to a building survey Just completed 
by the Allied Building Trades. The valuation of these build¬ 
ings is estimated at more than $111,000,000. The major portion 
of the structures comprising the survey will rise in metropoli¬ 
tan Los Angeles. 

The encouraging feature of the report is *the fact that more 
than 75 per cent of the projects listed are practically certain 
of going ahead within a few months. 

The survey shows that 23 limit-height buildings will be 
erected within the space of a few months. Ten of these will be 
office buildings, nine apartments, two hotels, one theatre and one 
club building. 

CJity and out-of-town schools with a total valuation of 
$20,101,500 led the list of buildings in point of cost. Next came 
16 office buildings valued at $17,550,000. Public buildings, cost¬ 
ing $15,985,000 followed.

A new Shirley Poppy is called 
the American Legion —the color 
of this being a brilliant orange 
scarlet with yellow anthers. The 
flowers are semi-double, and well 
fringed. The plants grow to a 
height of two to three feet, and 
bear an imemnse profusion of 
blooms. 

Another interesting class of 
poppies is the Tall Double variety, 
including the Carnation-Flowered 
Double, the PeonyrFlowered, and 
the new tall double poppy recently 
introduced as Salmon Shades Ir¬ 
resistible. Ordinarily these will 
grow to a height of three to four 
feet, producing a mass of most 
attractive flowers. Cut while in 
bud form, or just as the buds be¬ 
gin to show color, they will open 
fully when placed in water, and 
provide a very nice cut flower. 

Poppies are not particular as 
to soil and will thrive under or¬ 
dinary garden cultivation.

The 
Cedrus Deodora tree makes the 
most graceful Christmas tree of 
all but some yards are not large 
enough to contain one of these 
beautiful trees. 

For the small plot of ground, 
we would advise planting an In¬ 
cense Cedar, Lawson Cypress or 
an ordinary green cypress. 

An extension cord from the 
porch-light socket can easily be 
drawn to the top of the tree and 
electric light bulbs can be strung 
all through it. 

Everyone could grow their own 
Holly Berries. The Native Holly 
trees are very easily grown and 
under cultivation the berries are 
far superior to those that are 
grown in their wild state. 

The native “Wild Cherry” or 
Prunus Illicifolia should be grown 
as a companion to the native 
holly as its glossy green pointed 
foliage resembles the foliage of 
the eastern holly. The “Wild 
Cherry” foliage combined with the 
Native Holly mokes beautiful 
wreaths and other Christmas 
decorations. 

All of the red berried shrubs 
are useful for Christmas decora¬ 
tions.
